Amendments to the Claims: 

1. (Currently Amended) A transponder-reader transaction system configured with a 
biometric security apparatus s ystem, said system comprising: 

a transponder configured to communicate with a reader; 
a reader configured to communicate with said system; 

a signature scan sensor configured to detect a proffered signature scan sample, said 
signature scan sensor configured to communicate with said system; and, 

a device configured to verify said proffered signature scan sample to facilitate a 
transaction , said device further configured to determine whether said proffered signature scan 
sample is associated with a preset transaction limitation independent of a financial account 
transaction limitation . 

2. (Original) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 1 , wherein said sensor is 
configured to communicate with said system via at least one of a transponder, a reader, and a 
network. 

3. (Currently Amended) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 1, wherein 
said signature scan sensor is configured to facilitate a finit e limited n umber of scans. 

4. (Original) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 1> wherein said signature 
scan sensor is configured to log at least one of a detected signature scan sample, processed 
signature scan sample and stored signature scan sample. 

5. (Original) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 1, further including a 
database configured to store at least one data packet, wherein said data packet includes at least 
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one of proffered and registered signature scan samples, proffered and registered user 
information, terrorist information, and criminal information. 

6. (Currently Amended) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 5, wherein 
said database is contained in at least one of &e said t ransponder, transponder reader, sensor, 
remote server, merchant server and transponder-reader system. 

7. (Currently Amended) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 6, wherein 
said romoto database is configured to be operated by an authorized sample receiver. 

8. (Cuirently Amended) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 1, wherein 
said signature scan sensor dovioo is configured with at least one of an LCD screen and digitizing 
tablet 

9. (Original) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 1, wherein said signature 
scan sensor is configured to detect and verify signature scan characteristics including at least one 
of shape, speed, stroke, stylus pressure and timing information. 

1 0. (Currently Amended) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 1 , wherein 
said signature scan sensor d e v i ee is configured to detect and verify false signature devices and 
thermal patterns. 

11. (Currently Amended) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 1, further 
including a device configured to compare a saidjTroffered signature scan sample with a stored 
signature scan sample. 

12. (Currently Amended) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 11, wherein 
said stored signature scan sample is stored by one of a third -party biometric security vendor and 
a governmental agency d e vice configured to compare a signature r , cvm nnmpln is at l « n^t nn« nfn 
third party s e curity vendor dovioo and protocol/ooquonoo oontrollor . 
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13. (Currently Amended) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 11, wherein a 
said stored signature scan sample comprises a registered signature scan sample. 

14. (Original) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 13, wherein said 
registered signature scan sample is associated with at least one of: personal information, credit 
card information, debit card information, savings account information, and loyalty point 
information. 

15. (Original) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 14, wherein different 
registered signature scan samples are associated with a different one of: personal information, 
credit card information, debit card information, savings account information, and loyalty point 
information. 

16. (Currently Amended) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 14, wherein a 
said registered signature scan sample is primarily associated with at least one of first user 
information, wherein said first information comprises personal information, credit card 
information, debit card information, savings account information, and loyalty point information, 
and wherein a said registered signature scan sample is secondarily associated with at least one of 
second user information, wherein said second information comprises personal information, credit 
card information, debit card information, savings account information, and loyalty point 
information, where second user information is different than first user information. 

17. (Original) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 1, wherein said 
transponder-reader transaction system is configured to begin mutual authentication upon 
verification of said proffered signature scan sample. 

18. (Original) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 1, wherein said 
transponder is configured to deactivate upon rejection of said proffered signature scan sample. 
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19. (Currently Amended) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 1, wherein 
said sensor is configured to provide a notification upon detection of ft said signature scan sample. 

20. (Currently Amended) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 1, wherein 
said device is further configured to verify is configur e d to facilitate at least one of access, 
activation of a second d evice, a financial transaction, and a non-financial transaction. 

21. (Currently Amended) The transponder-reader transaction system of claim 1, wherein 
said device is further configured to v e rify is configur e d to facilitate the use of at least one 
secondary security procedure. 

22. (Currently Amended) A method for facilitating biometric security in a transponder- 
reader transaction system comprising: proffering a signature scan sample to a signature scan 
sensor communicating with said system to initiate verification of a said signature scan sample for 
facilitating authorization of a transaction , said verification including' determining whether said 
proffered signature scan sample is associated with a preset transaction limitation independent of 
a financial account limitation . 

23. (Currently Amended) The method for of claim 22, further comprising registering at l e ast 
one asignature scan sample with an authorized sample receiver. 

24. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 23, wherein said step of registering further 
includes at least one of: contacting said authorized sample receiver, proffering a signature scan 
to said authorized sample receiver, processing said signature scan sample to obtain a signatur e 
soon sompk) , associating said signature scan sample with user information, verifying said 
signature scan sample, and storing said signature scan sample upon verification. 

25. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 22, wherein said step of proffering includes 
proffering a signature scan sample t o at least one of a LCD screen and digitizing tablet. 
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26- (Currently Amended) The method of claim 22, wherein said step of proffering further 
includes proffering a signature scan sample to a signature scan sensor communicating with said 
system to initiate at least one of: storing, comparing, and verifying said signature scan sample. 

27. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 22, whoroin oaid stop of proffering a 
signature scon to a s ifflaturo ocan sonoor oommunioating with oaid oyptom to initiato verification 
furth e r includ es further comprising p rocessing database information, wherein said database 
information is contained in at least one of a transponder, transponder reader, sensor, remote 
server, merchant server and transponder-reader system. 

28. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 22, wherein s aid stop of proff e ring a 
oignaturo scan - to a signature scan sen s or communicating with said sy s tem to initiate verification 
furth e r includes further comprising comparing a proffered signature scan sample with a stored 
signature scan sample. 

29. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 28, wherein said step of comparing includes 
comparing a proffered signature scan sample to a stored signature scan sample stored bv at least 
one of a third-party biometric security vendor and a governmental agency by using at l e ast on e of 
a third party o e ourity vendor device and protocol/sequ e nc e controller . 

30. (Original) The method of claim 28, wherein said step of comparing includes comparing 
signature scan characteristics including at least one of shape, speed, stroke, stylus pressure and 
timing information, 

31. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 22, whoroin oaid stop of proffering a 
signature soon to a oignaturo ooan oonsor communicating with said oyntom further comprises 
further comprising u sing said signature scan sensor to detect at least one of false signature 
devices and thermal patterns. 
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32. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 22, wh e r e in odd step of proffering a 
signature scan to a signatur e scan sensor commxinioating with said system to initiato verification 
further inoludos further comprising at least one of detecting, processing and storing at l ea st on e a 
second proffered signature scan sample. 

33. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 22 wh e r e in oaid oto f > - o£proff e ring - a signature 
scan to a signatur e s can s e nsor communicating with said s yst e m to initiat e v e rification farther 
inoludos tho uoo of at least one further comprising using a secondary security procedure. 

34. (Currently Amended) A method for facilitating biometric security in a transponder- 
reader transaction system comprising: 

detecting a proffered signature scan sample at a sensor communicating with said system 
to obtain a proff e r e d signatur e s can s ampl e; 

verifying the saidj>roffered signature scan sampl e including determining whether said 
proffered signature scan sample is associated with a preset transaction limitation independent of 
a financial account transaction limitation : and 

authorizing a transaction to proceed upon verification of the said p roffered signature scan 

sample. 

35. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 34, wherein said step of detecting further 
includes detecting a proffered signature scan sample at a sensor configured to communicate with 
said system via at least one of a transponder, reader, and network. 

36. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 34, wherein said step of detecting a proffered 
signature scan includes detecting a proffered signature scan sample at one of a LCD screen and 
digitizing tablet. 
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37. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 34, wherein said step of detecting includes at 
least one of: detecting, storing, and processing a said p roffered signature scan sample. 

38. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 34, wherein said step of detecting further 
includes receiving a finit e limited number of proffered signature scan samples during a 
transaction. 

39. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 34, wh e r e in s aid st e p of d e t e cting iaofades

further comprising l ogging each proffered signature scan sample. 

40. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 34, wheroin said otop of detecting further 
includ e s further comprising at least one of detecting d e t e ction , processing and storing at l e ast on e 
said second proffered signature scan sample. 

41. (Original) The method of claim 34, wherein said step of detecting further includes using 
said signature scan sensor to detect at least one of false signature devices and thermal patterns. 

42. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 34, wherein said step of verifying includes 
comparing a said p roffered signature scan sample with a stored signature scan sample. 

43. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 42, wherein said step of comparing a said 
proffered signature scan sample with a stored signature scan sample comprises storing, 
processing and comparing at least one signature scan characteristic including shape, speed, 
stroke, stylus pressure and timing information. 

44. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 42, wherein comparing a said proffered 
signature scan sample with a stored signature scan sample includes comparing a said proffered 
signature scan sample with at least one of a biometric sample of a criminal, a terrorist, and a 
transponder user. 
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45. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 34, wherein said step of verifying includes 
verifying a said proffered signature scan sample using information contained on at least one of a 
local database, a remote database, and a third-party controlled database. 

46. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 34, wherein said step of verifying includes 
verifying e said proffered signature scan sample using one of a protocol/sequence controller and 
a third-party security vendor. 

47. (New) The system of claim 1, wherein said preset transaction limitation comprises at 
least one of a maximum transaction amount, minimum transaction amount, maximum number of 
transactions within a time period, maximum number of transactions, use by certain merchants, 
temporal limitation, geographic limitation, and use of non-monetary funds. 

48. (New) The system of claim I, wherein said device is further configured to require a 
second proffered biometric scan sample to override said preset transaction limitation, 

49. (New) The method of claim 22, wherein said preset transaction limitation comprises at 
least one of a maximum transaction amount, minimum transaction amount, maximum number of 
transactions within a time period, maximum number of transactions, use by certain merchants, 
temporal limitation, geographic limitation, and use of non-monetary funds. 

50. (New) The method of claim 22, wherein said device is further configured to require a 
second proffered biometric scan sample to override said preset transaction limitation. 

51. (New) The method of claim 34, wherein said preset transaction limitation comprises at 
least one of a maximum transaction amount, minimum transaction amount, maximum number of 
transactions within a time period, maximum number of transactions, use by certain merchants, 
temporal limitation, geographic limitation, and use of non-monetary funds. 
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52. (New) The method of claim 34, wherein said device is further configured to require a 
second proffered biometric scan sample to override said preset transaction limitation. 
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
